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To  the  Coalville  Urban  District  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  a Report  respecting  the 
health  and  sanitary  condition  of  the  district  for  the  year  1910. 

May  I explain  that  a considerable  amount  of  the  information  given  in  tliis  Report,  is  superfluous, 
as  far  as  the  Urban  Council  is  concerned,  seeing  that  fiom  local  knowledge,  and  from  my  monthly  reports 
they  are  conversant  with  the  main  facts  concerning  the  individual  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease,  and  the 
general  sanitary  condition  of  the  district,  but  in  compliance  with  a memorandum  of  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board,  Annual  Reports  are  also  for  the  information  of  that  Board  and  the  County  Council. 

A copy  is  also  required  to  be  sent  to  the  tSecretary  of  ytate.  Home  Oflice,  as  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  is  required  to  specifically  report  on  the  administration  within  his  district  of  the  Factory  and 
Workshop  Act,  1901.  Many  facts  therefore  which  are  known  locally,  are  embodied  in  this  Report. 

The  Coalville  Urban  District  consists  of  three  wards,  viz.  : the  Coalville  or  Central  ward,  the 
Whitwick  or  Nortli  ward,  and  the  Hugglescote  or  South  ward,  and  covers  an  area  (exclusive  of  area 
covered  by  water)  of  5,980  acres. 

The  population  at  1901  census  was  15,280,  and  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  3105. 

The  estimated  population  to  the  middle  of  1910  was  18950. 

Since  the  census  of  1901,  680  additional  houses  have  been  built. 

BIRTH  RATE. 

During  the  year  1910,  589  births  were  registered  as  compared  with  605  for  1909.  These 
consisted  of  281  males  and  308  females. 

This  gives  a birth  rate  of  31  per  1000,  as  compared  with  32  for  the  previous  year.  The  average 
for  the  previous  ten  years  was  34.  Tims  the  birth  rate  is  3 per  1000  under  the  average  for  the  last  ten 
years. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1909  was  25'6,  and  for  the  county  of  Leicester  24  8.  Our 
birth  rate,  therefore,  is  5 per  1000  higher  than  that  of  the  country  generally. 

MORTALITY  RATES. 

Duiing  1910,  the  total  deaths  were  235  as  compared  with  210  for  1909. 

This  gives  a death  rate  of  12‘4  per  1000.  The  average  rate  for  the  last  ten  years  was  14'2.  For 
England  and  Wales  the  general  death  rate  for  1909  was  14’5,  and  for  Leicestershire  13'3. 

Our  death  rate  is  thus  2 undei'  the  general  death  rate  of  the  country,  and  is  also  about  the  same 
under  tlie  average  of  tlie  district  for  the  previous  ten  years. 

Of  these  108  occurred  in  Coalville,  67  in  Hugglescote  and  60  in  Whitwick.  The  following  Table 
gives  the  wai’d  population,  estimated  to  the  middle  of  1910,  the  number  of  deaths,  and  death  rate  in  eacli 
ward  and  for  the  whole  district.

Our  average  for  the  previous  ten  years  was  146.  It  is  thus  26  per  1000  more  favourable  than 
our  average  for  the  previous  ten  yeai’s,  and  from  this  point  of  view  is  gratifying.  But  the  mortality  of 
120  per  1000  births  is  still  terribl}^  shows  the  large  field  for  woilc  under  the  Notification  of 

Births  Act,  for  Health  Visitors,  etc.  This  Authority  was  favourable  to  the  adoption  of  the  Act,  but  an 
impression  prevailed  that  more  uniform  action  throughout  the  county  would  be  obtained  by  initiation  of 
administration  under  the  County  Council. 


It  will  be  noted  that  71  deaths,  out  of  a total  of  235,  were  amongst  infants  under  one  year.  In 
other  words  one  child  out  of  every  8 born  died  before  it  reached  the  age  of  one  year.

It  will  be  noticed  that  Premature  Birth,  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia  and  Convulsions  accounted  for 
34  deaths.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  so  few  deaths  are  attributed  to  Gastro-intestinal  Ailments.  A 
more  general  use  of  woolen  clothing,  instead  of  flannelette  or  cotton  is  desirable. 

Tubercular  Disease  mainly  in  the  form  of  Meningitis,  caused  4 deaths.  As  far  as  my  observation 
goes,  an  improvement  has  taken  place  in  the  method  of  feeding  children.  Improved  feeding  bottles  and 
milk  sterilizers  are  in  more  general  use.

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Tlie  alK)ve  Table  (3)  gives  the  deaths  classified  according  to  age  periods,  from  which  it  will  be 
seen  that  out  of  a total  of  235  deaths,  108  occurred  amongst  children  under  5 years  of  age.  The  age 
period — five  and  under  fifteen — give  five  deaths  only,  and  that  between  15  and  25  gives  15.  Thirty-eight 
had  reached  he  age  of  65  and  upwards.

The  more  noticeable  features  of  the  foregoing  table  are  : 

(1)  Twenty-nine  deaths  (same  number  as  for  1908)  due  to  Tubercular  disease,  16  being  due  to 
Consumption,  and  13  to  other  tubercular  disea.ses.  This  disease  alone  accounts  for  more  than  one-ninth 
of  the  total  deaths. 

(2)  Twelve  deaths  were  due  to  Measles,  eight  oidy  to  the  other  zymotic  diseases,  \iz.  : one  due  to 
Scarlatina,  4 to  Whooping  Cough,  2 to  Enteric  Fevei-,  ami  1 to  Diarrhoea.  No  death  was  caused  by 
Dyphtheria,  although  16  cases  were  notified  duiing  the  year. 
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(3)  Tliifby-five  were  attribubed  bo  diseases  of  blie  respirabory  organs,- 21  bo  Brouchibis,  13  bo 
Pneumonia  and  1 to  Pleurisy.  More  than  two-thirds  of  these  occurred  during  the  last  quarter  of  the 
year,  when  the  weatlier  was  unusually  inclement  and  variable. 

(4)  Cancer  caused  22  deaths.  This  is  about  the  average  rate.  Ten  of  these  occurred  in  Coalville. 

(5)  Alcoholism  caused  2 deaths,  and  there  were  5 due  to  accidental  injuries,  and  one  was  the 
result  of  suicide. 


ZVTV^OTIC  DISEMSE. 

A total  of  20  deaths  were  due  to  what  are  usually  called  Zymotic  diseases.  The  following  table 
gives  the  number  of  deaths  due  to  each  disease  in  each  ward  and  for  the  whole  district.

A short  account  follows  respecting  the  outbreaks  of  Infectious  disease  in  the  district  during  the 
year  1910. 

MEASLES. 


This  has  caused  the  epidemic  of  the  3'ear  1910,  12  deaths  occurred  from  this  cause,  10  of  the.se 
being  amongst  children  between  the  age  of  1 and  5.  Next  to  the  year  1898,  when  31  deaths  resulted 
from  this  cause,  1910  ranks  next  in  moi  tality  from  Measles.  About  every  5 or  6 years  an  epidemic  of 
Measles  may  be  counted  upon,  that  is  when  sufficient  time  has  elapsed  for  a fresh  lot  of  susceptible  children 
to  appear.  Since  1898  we  have  had  one  prevalent  outbreak,  which  caused  six  deaths,  but  it  occurred  in 
the  warmer  months  of  the  year,  and  was  over  early  in  October,  whilst  the  epidemic  of  1910  extended 
right  into  the  winter  months  when  most  of  the  deaths  occurred,  either  from  Pneumonia  or  Broncho- 
Pneumonia.  Practically  every  susceptible  child  was  affected. 


There  appeared  also  during  the  epidemic  several  varieties  of  the  disease.  There  was  a difference 
in  the  colour  of  rash,  also  in  the  persistence  of  the  rash.  Some  were  associated  with  Mumps,  others 
assumed  a Scarlatina  type,  as  far  as  the  throat  symptoms  were  concerned,  and  amongst  this  variety  a large 
proportion  of  the  fatalities  occurred.  It  was  interesting  to  note  that  in  several  of  these  cases  Scarlatina 
had  been  present  fairly  recently  in  the  row  or  house. 


In  Measles  I should  favour  compulsory  notification.  At  first  the  advantages  might  be  scarcely 
commensurate  with  the  expense,  but  in  time  the  disease  would  be  kept  much  more  in  control  than  at 
pre.sent.  Very  little  notice  is  taken  at  present,  in  the  sense  of  isolating  the  affected  child,  or  in  excluding 
other  children  from  the  affected  house.  There  is  often  present  the  idea  that  all  children  must  have  the 
Measles,  and  consequently  they  think  that  shielding  them  from  one  epidemic  merely  postpones  the  seizure 
till  the  next. 
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One  must  keep  on  repeating  that  Measles  is  a dangerons  infectious  disease  and  an  epidemic  with 
a loss  of  12  children,  ought  in  the  future  to  be  less  possible,  were  only  ordinary  precautions  of  isolation, 
and  at  all  events  of  exclusion  of  susceptible  children  from  affected  homes  more  generally  practised. 

Notification  would  direct  attention  to  both  its  infectious  and  dangerous  nature. 

SCARLATINA. 

Forty  cases  were  notified  during  1910,  as  compared  with  133  for  the  previous  year.  Most  of  the 
cases  were  “contact”  cases  from  the  epidemic  of  1909.  Eighteen  cases  occurred  in  Coalville,  16  in 
Hugglescote  and  6 in  Whitwick.  One  death  resulted  from  this  cause. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

This  disease  maintained  its  reputation  as  a dangerous  disease,  adding  4 to  the  deaths  for  1910. 
Th  ree  of  these  were  under  one  year  of  age.  On  account  of  its  in.sidious  beginning  and  long  duration  it  is 
but  little  amenable  to  precautions,  and  like  Measles  it  is  not  popularly  regarded  as  a serious  disease. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

Five  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  wei'e  notified,  all  in  the  Coalville  ward,  and  all  in  rows  previously 
affected  by  the  disease.  Two  cases  proved  fatal.  Three  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

Of  this  disease  in  1910  there  were  notified  16  cases,  as  compared  with  39  in  1906,  81  in  1907 
20  in  1908,  14  in  1909.  Most  of  the  cases  were  of  a mild  type,  and  the  serum  treatment  was  g(;nerally 
practised.  Advantage  was  also  taken  of  the  free  bacteriological  examination  piovided.  As  far  as  could 
be  ascertained  the  milk  supply  played  no  part  either  in  the  causation  or  the  propagation  of  the  disease. 

GASTRO-INTESTINAL  AILMENTS. 

Under  this  head  are  included  all  forms  of  Diarrhoea,  Enteritis  and  Gastro-Intestinal  Catarrh. 
These  ailments  were  prevalent  in  the  autumn  and  summer  months,  and  six  deaths  amongst  children  under 
one  yeai"  resulted  from  these  causes.  In  several  cases  the  dise.ase  was  fairly  attributable  to  irritation  set 
up  by  foul  feeding  bottles.  Eleven  deaths  in  all  weie  caused  by  these  ailments. 

TUBERCULOUS  DISEASE. 

Twenty-nine  deaths  were  caused  by  Tuberculous  Disease,  as  compaied  with  33  for  1909.  Of 
these  16  were  caused  by  Pidmonary  Tuberculosis,  and  13  by  Tuberculous  disease  of  other  organs.  The 
experience  of  1910  is  still  a further  justification  of  my  lemarks  respecting  this  disease  in  my  report  of  last 
year.  Nothing  short  of  compulsory  notification,  with  subsequent  isolation  and  treatment  will  materially 
reduce  the  mortality  from  this  disease. 

HOUSE  ACCOMMODATION. 

This  is  fairly  sufficient,  and  the  class  of  houses  is  improving.  Byelaws  are  enforced.  The 
requirements  as  to  air-space,  etc.,  arp  easily  complied  with,  the  district  being  still  largely  rural.  Of  the 
older  houses  an  increasing  number  are  being  provided  with  water  closets  instead  of  the  ashpit  privies. 
The  staple  industries  of  the  place  are  coal  mining,  railway  wagon  making,  quarijing  stone  f(jr  macadam 
and  elastic  web  manufacture. 

SEWERAGE. 

During  the  year  1910,  a considerable  amount  of  re-di'ainage  of  old  property  has  been  effected. 
Both  the  Kelham  Bridge  and  Snarrows  Sewerage  Farms  have  worked  satisfactorily. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

• 

This  is  pumped  from  a deep  well  in  the  sand-stone  measures  and  is  abundant.  The  result  of 
analysis  of  the  water  continues  satisfactory.  During  the  year  a considerable  number  of  additional  houses 
have  laid  on  the  public  water  supply. 

SCAVENGING. 

The  refuse,  as  formerly,  is  di.sposed  of  upon  agricultural  land.  Some  of  the  dry  ash  is  separated 
and  carted  to  suitable  tips.  The  more  general  use  of  dust  bins,  and  the  gradual  conversion  of  the  ash-pit 
privies  into  water  closets  are  gradually  making  efficient  scavenging  less  difficult. 
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SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

These  may  be  described  as  in  a fairly  satisfactory  state.  From  time  to  time  complaints  arise 
from  those  living  near  of  periodic  nuisances  from  the  removal  of  offal  and  liquid  refuse. 

As  in  previous  reports,  I would  again  point  out  that  the  provision  of  a public  abattoir,  would  be 
a marked  improvemeut  on  the  present  state  of  things. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

The  Bakehouses  are  in  a fairly  satisfactory  condition.  It  would  be  ati  obvious  improvement  wer  e 
all  Bakehouses  provided  with  the  public  Water  Supply. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

In  connection  with  these  a considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  done,  but  to  fully  comply  with 
these  order.s,  a large  amount  of  detail  work  still  remains. 

SCHOOLS. 

During  1910  a large  amount  of  work  has  been  done  in  the  matter  of  the  medical  inspection  of 
•school  children.  It  is  already  manifest  that  good  will  accrue  both  to  the  children  and  to  the  community 
from  this  work.  Exhaustive  inspection  and  reports  respecting  the  sanitary  condition  of  tlie  Elementary 
Schools  are  made  from  time  to  time  to  the  Education  Committee  of  the  County  Council. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

During  the  year  1910,  this  has  been  used  for  the  treatment  of  Typhoid  cases,  where  isolation 
and  adequate  nursing  were  impracticable  at  home. 

Once  again  I would  respectfully  urge  upon  the  Council  the  importance  of  the  provision  of  at 
least  two  more  wards. 

Perchloride  of  Mercury,  Formalin,  Sulphur  Dioxide,  Izal  Powder  and  Sanitas  have  been  the 
disinfectants  in  use. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT,  1901. 

The  Kegistei'  of  these  is  complete,  and  .S3’steniatic  inspections  are  made.  Several  minor  sanitary 
defects  have  been  remedied.  Occupiers  are  notified  by  circular,  and  lime-washing  and  cleansing  are 
required  to  be  carried  out  simultaneously  as  far  as  practicable. 

HOMEWORK. 

In  the  Urban  District  there  are  comparatively  few  houses  where  homework  is  done.  The  local 
factories  do  not  employ  outworkers.  A few  are  intermittently  employed  by  manufacturers  in  Leicester  or 
Loughborough,  mostly  as  seamers  of  stockings.  Whenever  infectious  disease  occurs  in  one  of  these  houses 
the  “ homework  ” is  discontinued  until  the  house  has  been  disinfected,  and  a reasonable  time  allowed  for 
repeat  cases. 

In  conclusion  I beg  to  diaw  attention  to  the  Report  of  the  tSanitary  Inspector,  hereto  appended, 
and  to  the  large  amount  of  valuable  detail  sanitary  work  referred  to  therein. 

Speaking  generally,  steady  progress  has  been  made  in  general  sanitary  administration.  The 
district  generally  is  now  benefitting  from  a more  methodical  and  systematic  dischai'ge  of  sanitary  duties. 

The  usual  statisical  tables  are  appended.

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

Tlie  tliree  common  lodging  houses  at  Whitwick  have  heeu  maintained  in  a satisfactory  state,  and 
no  overcrowding  or  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  liave  occuried  therein.  Monthly  Day  Inspections  and 
occasional  Mid-night  Inspections  have  been  made.  Limewashing  of  the  whole  of  the  premises  has  been 
carried  out  twice  duiing  the  year  according  to  statutory  requirements.  The  Lodging  Houses  are  amply 
large  enough  for  the  persons  accommodateil,  who,  this  year,  have  amounted  to  a total  of  16,236.  There  is 
thus  an  increase  in  comparison  with  the  total  of  11,421  for  the  year  1909.  The  highest  total  for  persons 
accommodated  was  reached  in  the  3^ear  1903,  at  the  figure  of  22,924  lodgers. 


SCAVENGING. 

There  is  some  increase  in  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Council  under  this  heading,  and  especially 
is  it  satisfactoiy  to  note  that  the  system  of  dust  bin  scavenging  is  gradually  growing  in  the  district, 

During  the  year  1880  loads  of  refuse  were  removed,  against  1770  in  1909,  and  550  going  right 
hack  to  1901.  The  number  of  dust  bins  emptied  by  the  Council’s  staff  has  this  y'ear  been  2500,  against 
600  for  1906.  Disposal  of  the  refuse  still  takes  place  as  before  on  agricultural  laud,  the  innocuous  dry 
ash  being  generally  carted  to  a suitable  tip.  ^ 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  year  1910  was  not  such  a busy  one  in  the  above  connection  as  the  3’ear  1909,  but  full 
attention  has  been  given  to  all  infectious  cases  and  disinfectants  and  printed  instructions  supplied,  and 
fumigation  carried  out  on  completion  of  each  case.  The  total  number  of  houses  fumigated  has  been  92, 
including  21  in  respect  of  Tuberculosis,  and  12  Schools  have  also  been  dealt  with.  As  usual  opportunity 
has  been  taken  wherever  possible  to  introduce  such  things  as  water  closets,  town  water  suppl3q  improved 
drainage  arrangements,  and  to  make  representations  to  owners  which,  without  the  occurrence  of  the 
disease  upon  the  premises  might  have  not  been  so  effectual,  A generally  improved  state  of  sanitation 
still  continues  to  be  created,  the  benefit  of  which  is  no  doubt  reflected  in  the  infectious  diseases  percentage, 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Dui  ing  the  3'ear  it  has  been  necessary  to  require  the  owners  of  200  houses  to  lay  on  the  town 
supply  of  water.  Several  houses  have  volun(aril3'  taken  a suppl3’  from  the  town  mains.  Consequently 
255  houses  have  been  supplied  with  town  water  during  1910.  The  total  number  of  houses  in  the  district 
supplied  stands  at  2575.  The  half-3"earl3»  analyses  of  the  town  water  shew  it  to  be  of  excellent  quality. 
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HOUSE  DRAINAGE. 

Although,  as  already  stated  several  times,  the  work  under  this  heading  is  expected  to  ultimately 
decrease,  consequent  upon  the  large  amount  of  re-drainage  carried  out  on  old  property  during  the  recent 
years,  still  18  old  properties  have  been  entirely  re-drained  during  1910,  compared  witli  19  for  1909,  and 
25  for  1908.  A great  feature  of  the  re-drainage  question  is  the  gradual  increase  of  water  closets  upon  old 
property.  25  water  closets  have  been  provided  upon  old  property  this  year  which  is  very  satisfactory 
compared  with  25  for  1909,  though  much  less  than  the  record  number  of  58  for  1908.  On  the  other  hand 
no  new  privies  are  now  evei'  erected,  except  in  a few  odd  cases  where  the  town  supply  of  water  is  not 
available.  This  year  there  have  been  no  such  cases. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

The  17  Registered  Slaughter  Houses  and  3 Licensed  Slaughter  Houses  have  been  generally 
satisfactorily  maintained  and  there  is  nothing  of  moment  to  report  concerning  them. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILKSHOPS  ORDERS,  1885-6-9. 

One  or  two  further  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  have  been  registered  and  considerable  attention  has 
been  given  to  a few  particular  cases  where  conditions  were  reported  or  found  to  be  unsatisfactory,  but 
work  under  these  Orders  still  requires  further  detailing. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT,  1901. 

The  various  Workshops,  Bakehouses,  etc.,  have  been  maintained  in  a good  state.  During  the 
year  a special  investigation  has  taken  place  into  the  water  supply  question  of  the  Bakehouses  with  the 
result  that  all  the  Bakehouses,  with  the  exception  of  5,  have  been  compelled  to  take  a supply  of  water 
from  the  town  mains.  Of  the  outstanding  five,  three  will  most  certainly  be  supplied  with  the  town  water 
b}"  the  end  of  February,  1911.  One  Bakehouse  at  Whitwick  which  was  re-opened  after  having  been  closed 
on  sanitary  grounds,  has  been  completely  and  entirely  re-organised  sanitarily  at  very  considerable  cost. 

A new  Factory  has  been  built  at  Whitwick,  and  the  requirements  of  the  Act  have  been  kept 
under  view,  especially  with  reference  to  sufficiency  of  sanitary  conveniences  and  separate  accomodation  for 
the  sexes  in  this  respect. 

The  Factories  and  Workshops  in  the  district  do  not  employ  outworkers.  A good  deal  of  work 
known  locally  as  “.seaming”  is  done,  but  in  a very  intermittent  fashion,  and  it  is  scarcely  possible  to 
obtain  an  exact  list.  It  may  however  be  stated  that  no  infectious  diseases  have  occurred  on  any  premises 
where  any  kind  of  home  work  is  taken  in,  during  the  current  year.

Deaths  from  Enteritis,  Muco-Enteritis,  Gastro-Enteritis,  and  Gastritis  (see  under  the  heading 
Diarrhoeal  Diseases  in  Table  V.  ) in  Tables  IV.  and  V.  .should  be  placed  immediatel3'  below,  but 
separately  from,  those  enumerated  under  the  heading  Diarrhoea  as  defined  b^'  enumeration  above. 
This  is  particularly  important  for  deaths  under  one  year  of  age,  as  many  of  the  deaths  in  infancy 
returned  as  due  to  Enteritis  are  really'  caused  by  Epidemic  Diarrhoea.  In  the  course  of  years,  by 
the  adoption  of  this  recommendation,  it  will  be  practicable  to  ascertain  the  probable  amount  of 
transfer  between  these  different  headings. 

(/)  Under  the  headings  of  “ Cancer”  and  “Puerperal  fever  ” should  be  included  all  registered  deaths  from 
causes  comprised  within  these  general  terms.  Thus  : Under  “ Cancer”  should  be  included  deaths 
from  Cancer,  Carcinoma,  Malignant  disease,  Scirrhus,  Epithelioma,  Sarcoma,  Villous  tumour  and 
Papilloma  of  bladder.  Rodent  ulcer.  Under  “ Puerperal  Fever  ” are  to  be  included  deaths  from 
Pytemia,  Septicaemia,  Sapraemia,  Pelvic  peritonitis.

If 
the  Annual  Report  is  presented  otherwise  than  in  print  it  is  unnecessary  to  include  in  the  copy  setit  to  the  Home  Office 
the  portions  which  do  not  relate  to  factories,  workshops,  workplaces  or  homework.  The  duties  of  Local  Authorities  and 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  the  Act  1901  are  detailed  in  the  Home  Office  Memorandum  of  December,  1904.  A 
further  Memorandum,  on  the  Home  Work  Provisions  of  the  Factory  Act,  was  issued  to  all  District  Councils  and  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  in  October,  1906.
